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RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT 

Applicant's amendment filed April 7, 2004 and supplemental amendment filed May 13, 
2004 are acknowledged. Claim 33 has been canceled. Claim 28 is amended. Claims 28-32 are 
pending and under consideration. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code, not included 
in this action can be found in a prior office action. 

The declaration filed on April 7, 2004 under 37 CFR 1. 13 1 has been considered but is 
ineffective to overcome the Lai et al (WO 00/00610) reference. A declaration filed under 37 
CFR 1.131 must be signed by all of the inventors of the subject matter of the rejected claims. 
The declaration filed on April 7, 2004 was only signed by Luc Desnoyers. 

Claim Rejections/Objections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claim 33 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention is withdrawn in response to Applicants' cancellation of claim 33. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 28-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. As amended, claim 28 is drawn to an antibody that "binds to the polypeptide". 
Although the phrase "SEQ ID NO: 140" follows the claim in parentheses, the polypeptide to 
which the claimed antibody binds is not distinctly claimed. As an example, amending the claim 
to read "an antibody that binds to the polypeptide having the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID 
NO: 140" would obviate the rejection. Claims 29-32 are rejected as being dependent on claim 
28. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The rejection of claims 28-32 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Lai et al 
(WO 00/00610) is maintained for reasons of record on p. 3 of the previous office action. The 
rejection of claim 33 is withdrawn in response to Applicant's cancellation of claim 33. As stated 
above, the declaration submitted on April 7, 2004 is ineffective because it was not signed by all 
of the inventors of the rejected claims. Thus, the declaration cannot be considered as evidence. 
WO 00/00610 teaches SEQ ID NO: 24, which encodes a polypeptide that is 99.3% identical to 
SEQ ID NO: 140. WO 00/00610 also teaches monoclonal antibodies, antibody fragments, 
humanized antibodies, and labeled antibodies that bind to such a polypeptide. Thus, claims 28- 
32 are anticipated by WO 00/00610.
